far; but is not your work in all 
cases to give the services re- 
quired? This, I Judge, is to do 
whatever will forward the business 
of your company, and to do it the 
way that fits In with their system. 
You are. there because you are a 
convenience to your employers. It 
should not matter to you how many 
times any piece has to be done 
over, if you know that you are faith- 
fully doing ‘‘your bit’’ all along the 
line. Remember, your technical 
fitness for the job Is just part of 
your own equipment which helps to 
ake you a productive plant whose 
output is contracted for by your 
employers. 

You see as far as the company 
is concerned it may be economy to 
ruln the work of one or several 
cheap or subordinate employees 
In order to save an hour or two for 
the higher-priced workers. This is 
the least costly way. So, after all, 
your doing certain work over and 
over is not a waste of time, since 
it results in saving more valuable 
time, that is, time of a superior. So 
this plan of work that at first glance 
seems so destructive is really con- 
structive in its results, and it is re- 
sults that count. Try to see it this 
way, and | am sure you will find 
things much pleasanter. 


I believe the solution to your 
problem lies in your changing your 
own thoughts In regard to your 
work. Try it faithfully and see if 
a sense of harmony does not re- 
place the feeling of friction which 
now exists. Otherwise your own 
dissatisfaction will grow, and al- 
though you may keep sealed lips, 
your attitude will reveal itself, and 
instead of working out a better 
status for all concerned, you will 
find that you have worked yourself 
out of a job, and just because you 
put your own perfect technique 
above your employer's interests.

High notes have a large number of vibra 
tions per second while low fiotes have a 
small number. The highest A is calculated 
to have 3480 vibrations per second, while 
the lowest A has only 2712. 

The majority of tuners have adopted a 
method of tuning which includes but two 
intervalse—the octave and the fifth. The 
ordinary square piano has two strings to 
each note and most uprights have three, 
except in the lower octave. The pitch of 
one of these strings is tuned in the rela- 
tion of octave or fifth to some previous 
note. The remaining strings are then 
tuned in unison with the first string. As 
the strings approach unison, a number of 
strong and rapid beats or pulsations are 
perceptible to the ear; as they come still 
closer, the beats become slower, till finally 
they are no longer to be heard. Then the 
unison is perfect. 

The ear in tuning is guided by progres- 
sion from a confused sound to strong 
beats, and then from smooth waves to one 
continuous sound. Unisons and octaves 
are always tuned perfect—that is, the 
beats must entirely disappear. In the fifths 
when perfectly tuned, there will be neither 
wave bor beat. 

lt takes generally three years to thor- 
oughly master the business of piano tun- 
ing, and a good workman will make from

HEROISM OF TELEPHONE OPERATORS 
A LONDON AIR RAID FEATURE. 

Scenes of bravery among the girls of a 
London ‘telephone exchange during the re 
cent air raid are vividly described in the 
London Telegraph and Telephone Review 
by Mr. J. W. Kennedy, who was present. 
He tells of: } 

“Bombs actually dropping in the imme 
diate vicinity, while the presence of air 
men over ahd on both sides of the build- 
ing was reported and while the smoke 
from exploded bombs was distinctly seen 
from the windows, and through it all the 
supervisor nearest to me hovered over her 
section like a strong spirit seeking to help 
those under her charge. 

“I can paint ao picture of stoical insen- 
sibility. Some nervous cries there Were as 
the bombs dropped, white faces were the 
rule, but in many of these the lines of de 
termination were the strongest. Silent 
tears were dropped, but only for a mo- 
ment. No one near me left her post, and 
calls were passing and cords connected 
with the music of death in our ears. 

“So near and insistent was the horrible 
thud of the bombs that most of us thought 
that some part of the building had been 
struck. It seemed to us that the rattle of 
guns continued jonger than even during 
Zeppelin raids.

Capt. Knyvett said that these company 
runners had the most dangerous work of 
any men in the war. They had to run back 
through. No Man's Land almost equally in 
danger from their own and the enemy's 
fire. The casulties are so great that eight 
men are usually started with the same 
message in the hope that one will get 
there. In spite of the danger, there are 
always plenty of volunteers. 

Following the consolidation of the 


Capt. Knyvett says the allies have no 
wish to drive the Germans 
Rhine. On the contrary their aim is to de- 
moralize the army where it stands. To 
drive them backward is but to send them 
mearer their base of supplies, to give them 
the benefit of concentration. But to keep 
them on enemy soil at a disadvantage and 
to harass the life out of them is to gradu- 
ally break down enemy morale, besides pre- 
serving some parts of the fair land of 
France for habitable occupation. He told 
how millions of tons of shells are poured 
into that section of the country, making it 
forever useless as fertile soil; how many 
of them remain unexploded and a perma- 
nent danger. If, he said, we drive the 
enemy back and back and tlus devastate 
a wider area of France, we are doing no 
good service to that gallant nation. To 
demoralize them where they stand is the 
best hope to restriet the area of demolition 
to as small a territory as possible. 

And Capt. Knyvett declares that this de- 
moralization has set in to the point where

Infantrymen used to cal! the Life 
Guards “Tin Bellies” and “Patent Safeties,” 
but not in the hearing of these six-foot 
soldiers. The Royal Horse Guards when 
in full dress are distinguished from the 
First and Second Life Guards by being 
clothed in blue instead of scarlet, hence 
“The Blues.” 

In the reign of George IT the Seventh 
(Princess Royal's) Dragoon Guards was 
given the name “The Virgin Mary's Body- 
guard,” having been sent to assist the 
army of the Archduchess Mary Theresa of 
Austria. They also, with the First Dra- 
goons, are called “butchers on white 
horses” by the Germans. At home they 
are known as the “Bumbly Jocks” (mean- 
ing a turkey cock.) a name derived from 
their uniform. They also, with the First 
Dragoons, bear the name “The Bird- 
catchers,” the origin of which is not 
known. At the siege of Delhi the natives 
called the First (Queen Royal) Lancers, 
“The Delhi Spearmen,” while the Eleventh 
Hussars are generally known today as “The 
Cherry Pickers” and “The Cherubims.” 
The former name comes from the time 
when some of the men were taken prison- 
ers while on outpost duty in a fruit garden

Eggs and Meat for the Family Table. 


In spite of the great popularity of the 


Leghorn in California, it is nevertheless 
quite true that the average farmer, as well 
as the backlotter, desires a breed of fowl 


that will not only produce a goodly number 


of eggs, but also provide a good carcass for 
the family dinner. The two classes which 


eminently meet these requirements are the 


American and English—the Plymouth Rocks 
and Wyandottes, the Orpingtons and Sus- 
sex. And in saying this, we are not un- 
appreciative of the fine qualities of the 


varieties. But they are essentially egg 
breeds, furnishing at best a rather smal) 
carcass. When it comes to a choice of 
varieties, both the American and English 
classes afford a wide selection in the matter 
of color in plumage, ranging from the parti 
colored to the solids in whites and blacks. 
These general purpose Ureeds are indeed 
popular as family flocks, standing confine 
ment well, and are of robust constitution. 
All are clean legged, and are easily fatted. 
The hens make good mothers, which is a 
matter of some importance to farmers who 
depend on nature's methods in replenishing 
their Gocks.

Beef ccraps 
and meat meals are by-producti of the meat 
king-houses that can be secured of the 
supply houses, and should always be pure 
and wholesome. Cut green bone from the 
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local butcher, fresh once or twice a Week, is 
admirable and in the case of large flocks 
can be used to advantage. Some breeders 
contract with their butcher to furnish it 
cut, while others operate a bone cutter them- 
selves. Fresh, lean meat is undoubtedly 
the best kind of animal food. Lean meat 
furnishes the protein so necessary in the 
egg-laying ration and without which the 
fowls will not maintain their customary 
health and vigor. Animal foods should be 
fed with moderation; an excess wil) bring 
on bowel troubles.

How Much to Feed. 


Nothing is more vitiating to the prosperity 
of a family flock than over-feeding and over- 
attention. It soon teaches the birds bad 
habits and idleness. Hens should be made 


to work, and under conditions of confine- 
ment scratching facilities must be provided. 
This can be done inexpensively. Partition 
off a plot, with surroundings of a ten inch 
board, which fill up to the depth of six or 
eight inches with litter—cut straw, hay or 
forest leaves; if this is inconvenient, then 
spade up the soil until it is as friable 1s an 
ash heap. Into this feed the grain ration 
and let the hens scratch it out. 

Many beginners are asking “How much to 
feed?” If mash food, as much as the birds 
will eat up clean and quick, say in fifteen 
or twenty minutes. When grain is fed in 
a heavy litter, a quart measure ful! will be 
quite sufficient for a pen of a dozen ordi- 
nary fowls. Of green food, we give a quan- 
tity that will be consumed in about fifteen 
minutes, preferring to give alfalfa cut or 
shredded in lengths of an inch or less Cab 
bage, lettuce, beets, etc, can be sciven 
slightly suspended from the ground, and al- 
lowing the birds to peck at it as wanted.

Someone writes to ask if the common ole- 
anders will grow to be trees, “or are they 
just bushes? No m’am, they are just trees. 
There have been specimen street trees of 
oleanders in California for a full qudrter cen- 
tury and trees forty feet high and a foot in 
trunk diameter a foot or more above the soil 
are not rare in old gardens. Such trees are 
now growing in Los Angeles. A row of 
oleanders as street trees is now growing in 
front of the old Capt. John Cross home on 
Loma Drive, opposite the Mary Clark Me- 
morial Home. There are also such street 
trees In Redlands. Except for the ravages of 
black scale they would be common. 


Sow Sweet Peas Now. 


Sweet peas sown now will flower within 
ninety days. Thus it is apparent that it is 
just the time to sow for holiday or mid- 
winter flowers. Of late the sweet pea has 
undergone some wonderful changes. The 
first_one of the new Australian type to reach 
us was one by the Antipodean name of Yaf- 
rawa, which sounds like a bushman’s name 
for a eucalypt.

Some Seeds to Sow Soon.

Not all 
are sown for the same season of flowering 
but the seeds should go in at this time for 
all these sorts. Local gardens as a rule, to 
which latter there are some splendid excep- 
tions, do not grow enough flowering stuff 
to “make bright the way.” Let us have 
plenty of flowers each and every day in the 
year, whether it rains or it shines.

ing descriptions. You may have them in 
dwarfs that grow but a foot high or some 
background sorts that range up to four or 
more feet high. All are so good that no 
mistake will be made in planting many, 
either of one or many named varieties. 


Sow Some Scabious. 


Scabiosa is the botanic name and some 
people still call them “mourning bride,” 
though why the latter is a matter hard to 
explain, though he may mourn who plants 
them not. The colors run from white to 
almost black with a nice variation between 
these two extremes. One of the best is an 
azure blue, and this and several other named 
varieties may be bought in separate color». 
Nearly every one sows a mixed lot and un- 
less you have a fancy for some specific 
shade or color this will be the better 
practice. They will grow from two to four 


feet high. 
Get a Stock of Stocks. 


In early spring stocks prove a main relli- 
ance with many garden owners and also 
florists. Mixed colors may be sown or 
one may get seeds for distinct colors alone, 
in a fine stretch from pure white to yellow, 
carmine, crimson, or purple. Some of the 
very best are pinks of great clarity of 
color and really these represent the great- 
est advance in colors. While there will al- 
ways be some singles among the seedlings 
in good strains of seed the plants will run 
nearly all double. Sow now. 


Callfornia Poppy Colors. 
Few flowers have undergone 


greater 


changes within a few years than have 
come to the native California poppy in 
color. Flowers nearly white, a creamy 


white, are noW common and carmine-rose, 
orange-scarlet, bronze-reds almost to brown, 
and many shades of pink may all be had 
and, what is not true of all flowers, is that 
all these variations are good size in flow- 
ers and strong and vigorous in plant. All 
grow readily from seeds and the cost is 
light. Sown now or about the time the first 
rains come one may have flowers through- 
out nearly all the year. Try to get a great 
range in color when purchasing seeds. 


Buy Cineraria Plants. 


Cimerarias are not easy to grow from 
seeds, at least not easy for any but plants- 
men. It will be found better for the average 
garden owner to buy the needed plants. If 
seeds are sown now is the time to do it. 
The plants should always be placed in the 
shade, in good soil of fine drainage, but 
they will not thrive in dark locations. The 
colors are peculiarly metallic and quite un- 
like those of any other plants. For this 
reason no others may fill their place and 
a good collection of them will always at 
tract attention and compel admiration. 


Christmas Cosmos. 


Cosmos seeds sown now will bring flow- 
ers for Christmas and for background 
plants they are of fine effect.

Americans, have improved the origina] scale 
of these great geniuses, Binet and Simon, 
until] today we have a mental measuring 
rod which is in use wherever serious study 
is being made of human minds in either 
children or adults. 

Thanks to these mental tests devised or 
applied by Binet and Simon and to certain 
supplementary tests, we may now say of 
a child or of an adult that the intelligence 
thich he possesses (without regard to his 
education) is equal to that of a normal 
person of such and such an age; that ca- 
pacities exist in this or that direction and 
incapacities in certain other directions. 
For example: a boy is retarded a year or 
two in schoo) without evident reason, and 
if we proved in the usud) way we say he 
is lazy or hasn't developed yet, but by ap 
plying our measuring scale we at once 
discover that this boy who is 12 years old, 
is, as a matter of fact, only 10 years old 
mentally. This at once explains his re- 
tardation in school. It is not a matter of 
laziness or of opportunity or of anything 
else except mental incapacity, which may 
be temporary or permanent. 

If such mental discrepancy amounts to 
more than three years, there is grave rea- 
son to suspect that we have a mentally 
deficient child, one who will never possess 
normal intelligence no matter how we may 
attempt to educate him. Other examina- 
tions at a later time will soon prove 
whether this suspicion be well founded or 
real. 

Many a child fails of promotion in school 
and is blamed by his teachers and scolded 
by his parents and discouraged by most 
everybody, when, if a careful menta) test 
were made, we would discover that the real 
reason lies in a permanently under-devel- 
oped mentality. 

In our Juvenile Courts mental tests are 

now solving many problems which formerly 
were never solved at®all. Good behavior 
depends principally upon good intelligence 
or the ability to profit by experience. In 
our courts for delinquent children we find 
that from 15 to 30 per cent. of these little 
social offenders are feeble-minded in spite 
of the fact that in most instances nobody 
has ever suspected it. This accounts for 
much of serious misbehavior. In our Crimi- 
nal} Courts much the same conditions are 
found wherever a careful study has been 
made. 
Why does a child succeed in one line of 
endeavor and fai] in another of no greater 
difficulty? Psychological tests often tell 
the story. 

Why do some find it impossible to spell 
well and others to succeed in mathematics 
or mechanical lines or in language? 
Psychological tests often explain the difi- 
culty. 

Vocational guidance must now be largely 
based on menta) tests which determine 
mental fitness to meet certain definite re- 
quirements, if any real progress is to be 
made in properly placing people in the 
careers to which they are fitted by nature. 
The tests are no longer in the experimental 
stage and, except in some matters of no 
great consequence, give remarkably rell- 
able results. 

What a Normal Child Should Know. 


.ormal ebiid of years will point to 
his nose, -"°*. mouth, teeth, hair; he will 
name familiar objec.; such as key, penny, 
watch, pencil, ring; he will give his 


once. 
At 5 the child will recognize and name 
red, yellow, biue and green; he will carry 
out three simple commissions given only 
once without help; he will define in terms 
of use or better, horse, fork, doll, pencil, 
table and similar simple words. 

At 7 years the child will tie a bow-knot; 
copy a diamond figure; name the days of 
the week; repeat three numerals backward. 

At 12 years the child will define abstract 
words such as pity, envy, revenge, charity, 
justice, obedience, interpret correctly simple 
fables; repeat five numerals backward; in- 
terpret the meaning of pictures; give simi- 
larities between dissimilar things—for ex- 


ample: a enake, cow and bird; wool, cot 
ton and leather; book, teacher and news- 
paper; rose, potato and tree. 


At 14 years the child will repeat seven — 


numerals in correct order, give the correct 
time without looking at the watch if the 
hands point to 8-10 or 6-22 and are then re 
versed: he will interpret problems of fact 
such as this: An Indian who had come to 
town for the first time in his life, saw a 
white man riding along in the street. As 
the white man rode past the Indian said, 
“The white man is lazy; he walke sitting 
down.” What was the white man riding on 
that made the Indian say, “He is lazy; he 
walks sitting down?” 

it is mo longer necessary to use such 
artificial mental tests as the time honored 
but often harmful school examinations. 
Tests of mental capacity are far more im- 
portant than tests of mere memory. 

In a word, minds may now be measured 
by fixed standards and it is no longer neces- 
sary to be in any doubt about the intelll- 
gence or special capacity of any individual. 
We have learned to discriminate between 
mere memory of facts and the capacity to 
use facts.

The Hamburg-American Line's bu- 
reau of investigation, the committee 
states, an “innocent pretending 
agency, was at the outset the secret 
service of the HMamburg-American 
Steamship Company.

Koenig, ite manager, it became an 
adjunct of the German diplomatic 
secret service. A letter dated July

Prof. See states that the electro- 
dynamic waves of the sun, which, he 
announced two ago, are the 
force of gravitation in the solar sys- 
tem, are modified as to the moon 
because the force is exerted through 
the mass of the earth. This interpo- 
sition of the earth between the sun 
and moon causes the electro-dy- 
namic waves of the sun to urdergo 
circular refraction, dispersion and 
absorption. This, said Prof. See, 
weakens the action of the sun on 
the moon when that satellite is near 
the shadow of the earth, as at the 
time of lunar eclipses. 

This weakening of the gravitation- 
al force of the sun on the moon, 
he stated, causes the fluctuations in 
the moon's revolution in its orbit. 

“For fifty years,” sald Prof. See, 
“the motion of the moon has defied 
calculations and astronomers have 
been greatly puzzied by the de- 


parture of the moon from its predi- | arst 


cated place. In 1878 Bimon New- 
comb finished an elaborate investi- 
gation showirg that the moon's mo- 
tion frreguilar. and from that day 
to this the irrecutarities of the moon 
have defied all astronomers and 
mathematicians.”

GAS ORDINANCE | HUGE 


NOT APPROVED. 


Industrial Circles Suddenly 
Voice Oppositi 


Say Natural Supply will not 
Suffice this Winter. 


Big Protest will be Read at the 
Council Meeting. 


Unexpected opposition to the pro- 
posed gas ordinance, now before the 
City Council, developed yesterday 
in industrial circles. Corporations 
using from 4,000,000 to 12,000,000 
cubic feet of gas a day fear a gas 
famine this winter if the ordinance 
goes into effect even in sixty days 
from the date of its adoption. 

Men of affairs who are dependent 
on a constant supply of manufac- 
tured gas obfect strenuously to the 
natural gas clause as they declare 
there is not enough natural gas in 
sight to supply this city during the 
heavy months of the winter and 
early spring. While they do not ob- 
ject to gas legislation and are 
heartily in favor of cheaper fuel, 
they say there is grave danger in 
the present plan now being offered 
as a solution for all gas troubles. 
Convinced that this ordinance, under 
its present wording, is not a panacea 
they will launch a mighty protest 
at the hearing before the City Coun- 
cil on Thursday. 

HEARD THURSDAY. 

Already a petition signed by a 
number of leading manufacturers 
has been presented to the Industrial 
Committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. This petition will be read be- 
fore the Council on Thursday and 
representatives from local concerns 
will voice their protests. 

M. W. Findley, superintendent of 
the St. Louis Fire Brick Company, 
is one of the users of gas who is 
plain-spoken in his opposition to 
the present ordinance. He explained 
vesterday that he favors gas regula- 
tion, but expressed the fear that the 
present ordinance will not grant the 
relief promised. 

“We are opposed to this ordi- 
nance,” said Mr. Findley, “because 
we cannot see where,the domestic 
consumer is to be benelited. We have 
just expended a large sum to install 
gas burners for the use of manufac- 
tured gas. Our outlay would be 
wasted and we would be caused 
great inconvenience if we are forced 
to comply with the proposed gas 
ordinance now before the City Coun- 


ell. 

“It ie my firm belfef that the 
Council is honest in its desire to 
provide for the city a cheaper gas. 
But, after all, don’t we want to 
encourage the manufacturer rather 
than make it a burden for him to 
continue in business here in the city”? 
The ordinance as proposed would 
mean the curtailment of our busi- 
ness and might mean such a severe 
loss to us that we would be com- 
pelled to seek another location.” 

This is the almost universal com- 
plaint of manufacturers in this citv. 
Counctiman Criswell said he would 
prefer to work for the interests of 
the men who are doing business in 
Los Angeles. He declared he was not 
particularly tmpressed by the com- 
plaint of the users of gas in Vernon. 
Neal Sinclair, representing a large 
paper manufacturing concern in 
Vernon, declared the new ordinance 
would practically put his concern 
out of business. 

GIVES NEW TIME. 

“The ordinance, even if 
adopted,” declared 
president of the Council, “will not go 
into effect for sixty days. This gives 
plenty of time for those who are to 
be inconvenienced to make all their 
plans to adjust their own affairs or 
to register their objections.” 

Councilman Bert Farmer, on 
whose motion the hearing on the 
ordinance was put off for one week, 
‘declared he is anxious to get more 
light on the subject. 

“This is a matter for careful 
thought,” said Mr. Farmer. “T want 
to be shown and I also desire to 
study the ordinance and see how it 
will effect the manufacturer and 
domestic consumer. It is not my 
desire to work a hardship on any 
of our citizens and before I decide, I 
shall study all phases of this rather 
delicate situation. Of course, people 
want cheap fuel, but what the Coun- 
cil should desire is the greatest good 
to the greatest number. Therefore 
I'm not ready yet to say just how 
I'll vote on this ordinance.”

My advice to every young man who 
is within draft age limit (unless he 
has very good reason to think he 
will net be drafted) is to “beat them 
to it’ by going to the recruiting of- 
fice and volunteering. If you are 
drafted you will be put into the 
branch needing men the most, but if 
you volunteer you can join any 
branch and usually get into the kind 
of work you like the best. But you 
must be careful and make sure you 
see the other side of the ditch be- 
fore you jump or you are liable to 
make the same mistake I did and 
get into the wrong pew. I wanted 
to be an army chauffeur. Someone 
told me I could not enlist as a chauf- 
feur, but advised me to enlist in the 
infantry, because there the chances 
of getting to drive a car were better 
than in any other branch of the 
service. 

MAKES MISTAKE. 

I did enlist in the infantry and 
then found out I was wrong. I wad 
shy about going to my captain for 
information, so it “took me three 
monthe to find out how to transfer 
to the Quartermaster Corp, where 
they employ chauffeurs for the mo- 
tor-truck trains, caterpillar tractors, 
etc. 

Above all, don't be lazy and try to 
shirk out of doing your share of the 
work. If you do they will soon spot 
you and then you will get ten times 
as much to do. You will never be 
told to do anything unreasonable 
and if you go at it with some pep 
you will have the work al! done be- 
fore you know it. A willing worker 
is never put at a hard or disagree- 
able job if they can find a shirker 
to put on it. A lumberjack does 


jas much work in @ day as a soldier 


does in a week, unless the soldier is 
|} getting an overdose for punishment. 


Now, don't get to thinking that I 
am in love with the bloodthirsty 
business of war, because I am not. 
I am just as much opposed to war 
as any of those who are doing all 
the noisy protesting, but I believe 
the best cure for the evil is an over- 
dose of it. Let this war be so terri- 
ble that the whole world will see 
the folly of it and then maybe some 
more civilized way will be found to 
settle national and international 
troubles. It’s certain that the only 
thing that is going to end the pres- 
ent war is more war, and I, for one, 
am going to take an active part in 
stopping it instead of hanging back 
and saying that I am opposed to it. 
I believe that most every man who 
is qualified to serve will be forced 
to do so before it is over with and 
that’s why I say to them: Enlist 
now and get it over with. If we all 
do our bit it isn’t going togbe so bad 
as a good many think.

THE UNIFORM—WE ALL LIKE IT. 


1. 


MERICA has an army, a real army, one to face the world with—one 
to defend the home land. it was a long time coming. Even nowé 
it is deprecated by the backward-gazers who inveterately feel 

that “‘good-old-days”’ are always behind them. Even yet this army 
of ours has not been fully metamorphosed from a raw, straggling 
crowd into the lean-flanked columns of marching men. 

But the army is here. The soldiers and sallors are on our 
streets. Men in uniform are on every hand and are welcomed. 
Men lithe of limb with heads high and cryptic insignia on 
collars, sleeves and shoulders that the public is rapidly learning to 
interpret so as to tel! at a glance whether the soldier is of the regular 
or the Liberty Army, whether of the infantry, engineers, aviation, sig- 
nal or hospital corps. You see those in neat drab khaki; those in white 
duck of the sea, in the dul! biue of the marines, often with the signifi- 
cant narrow red or yellow band half wotnd across the elbow sieeve 
denoting those who have “‘shipped over’’—re-enlisted. There are 
those, too, with the narrow bars of various colored ribbon on the breast 
telling of other campaigns well fought; and occasionally, but seldom 
more than three or four times in one’s life, may be seen the narrow 
bar of blue ribbon studded with tiny white stars signifying one who 
holds a Medal of Honor—the highest award for gallantry that it is with- 
in the power of Congress to confer. 

The public likes the sight of these sons of war. Quiet fellows they 
are. The public likes the uniform, likes the gait and bearing of those 
who on sea and land have pledged their lives to defend the country. 
The publio likes the thril! of security that the presence of these uni- 
forms convey; it is a new sensation—this thrill of security—for America. 
We hope these uniforms will never more be absent from Broadway. 

A decade ago men in uniform were barred from American thea- 
ters and dining-rooms that coveted the snob’s will-o’-the’wisp—exclu- 
siveness. They were barred even in those of the capital of the nation 
whose arms they bore. That is changed now. Congress some years 
ago laid down the law to snobbish proprietors. There is now no need 
of such law. Sentiment has changed, though tess than two years ago 
dance halls in Texas flaunted in the face of our National Guardsmen 
such notices as: ‘‘Soldiers and dogs not admitted.’’ Those signs are 
down, all of them, and all like them are down to stay. That was the 
last echo of a stupid people’s contempt for patriots, heroes, martyrs. 


II. 
LL of our wars up to the present were fought, or attempted, with a 
handful of regulars and a slightly larger handful of volunteers. 
The volunteer system has been lauded by emotional orators who 
knew nothing of the ways of war. It rested on the supposition that in a 
free country a man of military age could, or could not, just as he 
pleased, defend the government that maintained his security and left 
It 
were folly to try to take credit from volunteers past or present. We 
are proud of them. We owe our nation to them. It were folly com- 
pounded to try to minimize the credit due men who have been drafted. 


' We are proud of them, too. The difference between a volunteer and 


a drafted man is very, very seidom one of personal courage and 
loyalty. 

The day of relying on volunteers alone is passed. it was a fright- 
ful day for them. More died of disease than of bullets. The bulk of 
the pension fund for the Spanish War goes to men who were broken 
by unsanitary camps, unclean food, the negligence of untrained offi- 
cers—not to wounded men, not to the wives and children of those who 
died in battle. But America has at last realized the basic injustice 
of depending upon volunteers. It is not a citizen's duty to volunteer— 
but to serve. That is no fine distinction. It is one that takes the 
duty from the individual and puts it upon the government. A govern- 
ment that is to endure must require the service of all who are needed,. 
or at least available, In any emergncy. 

Europe’s war has taught us that. Our part in that war is illustrat- 
Ing it. Never again will America be without an army or a navy. Today 
7,000,000 men are waiting to appear before the exemption boards. 
Sixteen cities, military cities, have been built to house and train the 
687,000 recruits already called to the colors. Every year approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 boys become of military age. Their training quar- 
ters are permanently established, and unless America unthinkably 
siumps back to slothful indifference, those men will be trained for 
service and released for civil life to wait for war. Pacifists view the 
prospects with carefully assumed horror. They call it training 
for butchery, and would much prefer that our boys be left untrain 
for the butchers of other nations. 

Ill. 

OUGHLY speaking, military service is divided into three phases: 
Land, sea and air. It was once the man in the street’s opinion that 
any enlisted man was a ‘‘rough neck,”’ and ‘‘soldier’’ is even to- 

day an opprobious synonym in the merchant service for “‘loafer.’’ In 
the old days of mercenaries and pirates, soldiers and sailors were 
often lawless fellows, who happened to be on the side of the govern- 
ment. But all that is changed. It is no longer a question of cutlasses 
and brawn, with rum dealt out before a fight and a drunken man con- 
sidered as good a soldier, if not better, than his sober bunkie or ship- 
mate. Every phase of every service is specialized. The high tech- 
nical requirements first manifested themselves in the navy, then In 
the army, while at the start the aviation corps required not only a 
high degree of courage and poise, but brains. But now so technical 
has military service become that a sergeant in the army has to be a 
lecturer and know his subject, too. Any rated man in the navy must 
have more knowledge of his ship and work than the commissioned 
men during the Civil War. That is not disparagement of the officers 
of those days. It simp!¥ means that requirements have increased. 

The aviation service is new, but America is determined to have 
a flying army second to none on earth. Six hundred and fifty millions 
have been appropriated as a start, for we Americans have learned 
in this war that the army controlling the air controls the offensive 
of the land forces and often the offensive of the navy. And the Ger- 
mans have shown themselves to be correct in the tactical postulate 
that an offensive is the best defensive. The Germans did not dis- 
cover it. They have simply made more noise over the theory than 
other countries, and it is generally assumed by unmillitary people to 
be of Teutonic origin. Alexander used it at Arbela, Caesar at the 
Rubicon, and to mention a well-remembered instance of our own 
country, Dewey at Malina. 

In the present war America is fortunate in having strong allies. 
Without the navies and armies of Engiand, France and Italy, Germany 
could have done to us just about what she did to Belgium. And when 
this war is over the present alliances will fall, and peace will rest for 
a time upon the earth. But from all recorded time each nation of im- 
portance has gone to war on an average exceeding that of once every 
generation. Americans do not seem to realize that our nation has been 
no exception. The talk of this war ending all war is nothing more than 
an expression of hope. Some day there may be an international gov- 
ernment, and generations to come will wonderingly speculate on the 
lunacy that made whole nations kill off each other. But the time seems 
far distant. True enough, right now, with all nations tired of war, 
everybody thinks of peace and wishes it might be eternal. But wounds 
heal, maimed men go to the gravé, wreckage is restored, the horrors 
of war fade, smaller and inordinately ambitious nations challenge the 
right of property of bigger and wealthier nations, and war bursts forth 
again. The hideous cycie has laid its red biot on all known history. 


IV. 

HE prayer of the nation is that our soldiers may not even reach 
the battle line before peace comes. No casualty list is needed to 
attest their courage. America is not a warlike nation. Our own 
internal resources are too great to make us envious of other coilintries. 
We have never gone to war except under pressure of aggression over 
which we had no dipiomatic control. But though our armies come back 
unscathed now, their usefulness wil! have just begun—not ended. 
America is too prosperous not to have rivais, and she cannot long be 
defenseless without having enemies. For the past half-century we 
have been iargely protected by the mutual! enmities of Europe. Those 
powers were too busy with their own dangers and rivairies to actual!y 
encroach upon America. But in the adjustments that follow this war 
America will be given a place of pre-eminence as a world power, and 
she must be eternally prepared to defend that position—or go under. 
it is not a question of ethics, it is not a question of right or wrong.

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FLORIDA CITRUS CROP 
IS MENACED BY CANKER. 


HOYT, southern field 
deputy of the State Horti- 
cultural Commission, has just 
returned from a five weeks’ tour of 
investigation in Florida, where he 
visited every district that is or has 
een infected with citrus canker. 
He returns with the information 
that Florida is applying the kero- 
Sene torch to all trees that are 
known to be infected with this 
malignant disease. In the mass of 


information which ne brought back 
the startling fact that 2,611,614 
exposed nursery trees were destroyed 
by the Florida Horticultural Com- 
Mission, upon permission from the 


owners, between May 1, 1914, and 
August 31, 1917. During that time 
230,140 exposed grove trees of bear- 
ing age were destroyed in the cru- 
sade against canker in Florida. 


Mr. Hoyt states that Florida is 
spending $431,200 this vear to fight 
canker. There are 316 men en- 
gaged in the btttle, 13,698 trees are 
known to be infected, 118 ranches 
are now suffering from the disease, 
while 338 ranches are said to have 

freed from canker infection. 

It is claimed by Mr. Hoyt that 
the citrus orchards of California are 
entirely free from citrus canker, so 
far as the State Horticultural Com- 


mission has been able to determine, 
and the investigation of conditions | 
in Florida was made to get informa- 


tion together for use tn case the dis- 
ease should manifest itself here. 

Citrus canker is thought to have 
been introduced into the United 
States by the importation of nursery 
stock from Japan. It is known to 
have been carried direct to Florida 
in that way, and trees from an in- 
fected nursery in Texas also car- 
ried the canker to Florida. It was 
first discovered in Florida in 1913. 
At that time it was noticeable in one 
nursery at Monticello and another 
at Silver Palms.

Form Engineers’ Regiment fer 


Service in France. 


Recruits for New. Branch of 
Service Asked Here, 


Unit's Members will Cut 
Timber for Army. 


Supervisor Chariton of the Angeles 
National Forest has received in- 
structions in regard to the proposed 
enlistment of the Twentieth Engi- 
neers (forest) that will he of inter- 
est locally to those desiring to do 
their “bit” for the government at 
this time of war. 

Battalions in this regiment will be 
composed of woodsmen and sawmill 


men who will go to France and get 
out of the forests lumber and other 
timber products for the use of the 
American, British and French ar- 
mies. They are the regularly organ- 
ized units of the Engineer Corps of 
the American army. One regiment 
has already been recruited. ' 

The men will be scattered widely 
through France and not much if any 
of the work will be in the immediate 
vicinity of the battle lines. The 
commissioned men will comprise 50 
per cent., practical lumbermen and 
sawmill operators, 25 per cent.: 
technical foresters, 25 per cent. 

To be eligible for the position of 
major applicants must be tween 
the ages of 40 and 58. Captains and 
lieutenants will be appointed from 
men over 31 years of age who have 
had extensive experience in the lum- 
ber business. The enlisted men will 
be picked woodsmen and sawmill 
workers. Applicants must be be- 


tween the ages of 18 and 41 years. [ 


They will be subject to the, same 
physical examination as required for 
the regular army. 

Men of draft age whose names 
have been posted by the local boards 
for service in the national army will 
not be accepted. Efilistments will 
be for the period of the war. All 
recruits will be enlisted as privates, 
and men with dependents will be re- 
quired to give a certificate signed by 
them and their adult dependents 
that they will not call ugon the 
United States for financial support 
during the period of the applicant's 
enlistment. 

The pay ranges from $81 to $96 a 
month for majors, to $30 and $33 a 
month for privates. Applications for 
the service will be received in Cali- 
fornia by the district forester, United 
States forest service, No. 114 San- 
some street, San Francisco. Pay be- 
Kins at the date of enlistment. 
Transporation and subsistence will 
be furnished recruits by the recruit- 
ing officer.

YOUTHS LEAVE FOR EAST TO 
AID IN NEW DIVISION. 


Southland Artists Enter Branch 
of Service that Conceals Move- 
ment of Soldiers by Construction 
of Fake Cannons and Scenery. 
Go to France Soon. 


Two “camoufieurs,” the first to 
be recruited for the army in South- 
ern California, left Los Angeles 
Thursday evening on the Southern 
Pacific with the hundreds of draft 


men bound for American Lake. 
They were Halleck J. Finley, art 
student and employee of The Times 
advertising d¢partment, and David 
E. Taylor, stage carpenter with the 
Triangle Film Corporation at Culver 
City. 

Both young men are enlisted in 
the camouflage department of the 
Twenty-fifth Regiment, U. 8S. Engi- 
neers, and accompanied the national 
army men only as far north as San 
Francisco, Mr. Finley being in 
charge of the squad in his car for 
that distance. Together with other 
recruits in various branches of the 
service, they are now speeding east- 
ward to Washington, D. C., where, 
it is understood, they will be sta- 
tioned for a time before being sent 
to Franee to complete their training 
behind the lines. 

Mr. Taylor is the son of Mrs. Z. 
E. Taylor of No. 2727 Fairvie® ag 
nue, Seattle. Mr. Finley's home is 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 8. 
J. Finley, No. 1951 Rodney drive, 
Hollywood. He is a graduate of the 
Shortridge High School of Indianap- 
olis, Ind., and for two years before 
coming with his family to Los An- 
geles was a student at the art school 
of the John Herron Institute of that 
city.

The science of camouflage might 
be described crudely, but expres- 
sively, as the art of “making things 
leok like they ain't or what they 
ain't.” By the skillful application 
of camouflage principles, the terri- 
ble engines and contrivances of war 
are artfully concealed from the 
“eves of the enemy” or made to 
appear harmless and uninteresting 
objects. 

Shell-torn landscapes, it is fre- 
ported, are sometimes worked over 
by the camoufleurs so as actually to 
deceive fliers miles overhead as to 
locations. 

The plans for the American 
camouflage department, as recently 
outlined by the War College in 
Washington, contemplate the crea- 
tion of a company of camoufleurs 
numbering 150 men, to be attached 
to each army division. Of these, 
thirty to forty men of each company 
will be painters or scenic artists and 
the rest scenic carpenters. Each 
large city in the country will con- 
tribute its quota of men for the 
work.

“QUEEN” HITS BACK. 


“St. Filla” Denies She Lared Man's 
Wife Away by Strange 


Mra. Ella Smith Trull, better 
known as “Queen St. Ella,” teacher 


and leader of a peculiar religious 
cult, filed an answer yesterday to 
the charges brought against her and 
her husband, Cyrus Trull, by F. W. 
Irwin, who seeks $50,000 damages, 
alleging that the teachings of the 
woman and her husband robbed 
him of the affections of his wife, 
Mrs. Izola Irwin. “Queen St. Ella” 
denies stoutly that her teachings 
were responsible for the Irwin fam- 
ily troubles and left the general im- 
pression that she would fight the 
damage suit vigorously.

FARM LAND COMPANY 
PROFITS BY WAR. 


One of the great California agri- 
cultural, organizations to profit by 
war conditions is the California Del- 
ta Farms, Inc., which owns 40,000 
acres in the fertile delta of the San 
Joaquin River.

On account of the demand 
for copper for making muni- 
tions, the price of copper has $ 
soared so high that the Los <« 
Angeles Railway has started ; 
using iron instead of copper « 
cables for their power system, ; 
it was learned yesterday. . 

Other traction companies . 
have been using iron cable for J 
some time, according to L. O. « 
IAeber, electrical engineer for $ 
the railway company. 

“The iron wire gives almost . 
as good results as the copper * 
cable, and in view of the al- ; 
most prohibitive price asked 
for copper, it is more efficient : 
to use the iron cable,” said * 
Mr. Lieber. “It takes six < 
times as large an iron cable ; 
to conduct the same amount 
of electricity as a given size 
of copper wire, however. The 
cables we are installing now 
are heavier, in consequence, 
but are giving good service.” 

Mr. Lieber further stated 
that the price of copper at 
present prohibited its use for 
many purposes. This high 
price of copper will last as 
long as the war continues, Mr. 
Lieber stated, as copper is a 
necessity in the making of mu-

COMMUNICATION SYSTEM  i'IS 
RED CROSS PLAN. 


Limited Inquiries Regarding Rel- 
atives or Friends in the Central 
Powers’ Territory to be Sent. 
Same Rule to Apply to Messages 
to the States. 


At the request of the Department 
of State the American Red Cross 
has underteken, through its Pureau 
of communication, to communicate 
messages or inquiries from persons 
in America concerning the welfare 
and whereabouts of persons residing 
in the countries of the Central Pow- 
ers or in territory occupied by them. 

In other belligerent countries this 
communication is possible since all 
enemy subjects being held either as 
civil or military prisoners. of war 
have the privilege of correspondence 
granted by international agreement 
The United States has not classed 
German civilians as prisoners and 
consequently the closing of postal 
service to the Central Powers has 
caured serious individual hardship. 

The government of the United 
States proposes, through the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, to relieve this un- 
neoeseary suffering. 

Individuals wishing to make in- 
quiry concerning the welfare and 
whereabouts of friends or relatives 
in territory belonging to or occupied 
by the Central Powers may com- 
municate with the Bureau of Com- 
munication, American Red Cross, 
Washington. D.C. Preper inquiries 
and messages will be transmitted on 
a special form to the international 
Red Cross in Geneva. From Geneva 
they will be forwarded to the indi- 
viduals for whom they are intended. 

Anewers will be returned to the 
International Red Cross and by the 
latter will be sent to Washington. 
The Red Cross will then communi- 
cate the information received to the 
writers of the original letters. Two 
2-cent stamps must be inclosed for 
postage. A similar method is being 
devised for the tranemission of in- 
quiries from the Central Powers to 
America. This will aleo be handled 
by the Red Cross. 

The following points are to be ob- 
served by all inquirers: 

(1.) Letters of inquiry must be 
addressed to the bureau of com- 
munication, not to the person con- 
cerning whom inquiry is made. 

(2.) Letters must be concise, 
since only the briefest communica- 
tion can be sent. 

(3.) They must mention only per- 
sonal matters, such as communica- 
tion coneerning the condition of 
members of the family and requests 
for similar information. 

(4.) Letters must be legible and 
muet be in English, French, Italian, 
Russian, German, Polish or Hunga- 
rian. 

(5.) They must include the full 
name, address and occupation of the 
sender and the full name, address, 
occupation and age of the person for 
whom the inquiry is deatined. 

(6.) Inquiries may not be made 
oftener than once in six weeks. 

The Bureau of Communication re- 
serves the right to refuse to trans- 
mit any information or inquiry 
which appears to be contrary to the 
national welfare.

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WAR SHIPMENTS 
TAX RAILROADS. 


Western Carriers Do Well in 
Moving Freight. 


Grain Given Preference by 
Southern Pacific. 


Potato and Green Fruit Crop 
Exceptionally Heavy. 


Western railroads are said to be 
holding up their end well in the ef- 
forts which the carriers of the 
country are making to handle the 
tremendous incerase in freight traf- 
fic. 

According to local representatives 
of the Car Service Commission, Au- 
gust deliveries of grain were cared 
for promptly and September grain 
is now moving. The Southern Pa- 
cific, alone, is giving preferential 
shipment to 2000 carloads of grain 
for Uncle Sam and the Allies. Lo- 
cal and eastern shipments are also 
heavy. The barley crop is expected 
to reach 600,000 tons. 

Bighteen hundred cars are en- 
gaged in the movement of sugar 
beets to refineries and factories. 
The traffic in the finished product 
will soon begin. 

Preferential shipment is being ac- 
corded box shooks for green fruit 
and containers for food products, 
from 800 to 600 cars being tied up 
in this service. Live stock is tax- 
ing the equipment of the western 
roads as never before, the market 
being such that many stockmen are 
realizing fortunes. 

The potato crop its expeptionally 
heavy, the railroads handling as 
much as they can supply cars for. 

On top of this comes a record 
volume of green fruits, and the ar- 
rival of early shipments of cotton 
and cotton seed from the South. 

Fifteen hundred cars are being 
used by western roads for goods 
consigned to ships at San Francis- 
co, and in order that there may be 
no holding of the cars at that termi- 
nal, the goods are being unloaded on 
the docks and reloaded by the rail- 
road& at their own expense, 

Lamber, too, is adding to the 
burden, heavy timber for canton- 
ments an@ spruce for airplanes 
moving eastward. Long lines of 
cars are going into Western Texas 
eo that thousands of head of cattle, 
threatened by drouth there, may be 
moved to more fertile pasturage. 
During the next few weeks, when 
the grain movement is at its height, 
western roads must run a large 
number of special trains to carry 
the liberty army to the training 
camps. Traffic men say that by or- 
ganizing into one system and elimi- 
nating competition the railroads 
have avoided congestion and saved 
thousands of shippers from ruin.

Mitchel! of the local Land Office have 
been informed of a new ruling of 
the Secretary of the Interior that 
the application by widow, heirs or 
devisees of deceased homesteaders 
for additional entries must not be 
allowed. The local officials are 
therefore orderéd to reject, subject 
to the usual right of appeal, all such 
applications for entry.

VALUABLE BEANS. 


THIEVES ARE VERY ACTIVE IN 
VENTURA COUNTY. 


Threshing is Proceeding Rapidly 
and When the Produce is Left in 
Fields Over Night it is Necessary 
to Provide for tts Safety—New 
Phase of Litigation. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

OXNARD, Sept. 22.—Bean thresh- 
ing is proceeding rapidly in various 
sections of the county. Owing to 
the high prices of beans this’ year, 
bean thieves are especially active, 
and armed squads are being placed 
wherever it is necessary to leave 
threshed beans in the fields over 
night. In some instances the beans 


have been stolen in the piles, before 
threshing. 

Yields throughout this section of 
the county are about up to the aver- 
age of the past six years, but are 
not as large as last year. The fol- 
lowing are among the yields report- 
ed so far, with last year’s crops 
from the same ranches: B. Schmitz, 
225,400 pounds from 135 acres; last 
year, about 240,000. pounds; Gabriel 
Gisler, from a 42-acre tract, 1614 
sacks; last year, 1688 sacks: W. P. 
Daily, from one tract of 120 acres, 
8838 sacks; last year, 4270 sacks. 
Another tract yielded 2016 sacks 
from 80 acres. The above are 
eighty-pound sacks. 

A new phase of litigation in re- 
gard to bean contracts will be tried 
out In a suit brought by Earl Rug- 
gies, manager of the Oxnard Com- 
mercial Company, against M. Alves, 
a rancher of Las Posas. Alves is al.

FRIENDS DEFEND HIM.

Strong efforts are being made by 
friends of Dr. Maximilian Kamp- 
mann, held incommunicado at the 
County Jail on the charge of being 
an alien enemy, to clear away the 
accusations against him.

But “Old 
Fags” is a rare piece of artistry, a 
rich and wonderful picture. The old 
vagabond who, though poor, always 
has meat for his onion stew, his 
stupid kindliness to the people next 
door who dislike him, and his re- 
markable revenge for the mother 
and her unfathered baby—all that 
leaves one wondering whether to 
jlaugh or cry. It is one of the most 
curious blends of comedy and laugh- 
ter that may be found.

YOUR PART IN POVERTY. By 
Lansbury. W. Huebsch, New Y 


Mr. Lansbury drives home the 
wedge of his message in the title, 
“Your Part in Poverty,” and he 
doesn’t release anyone from a pro- 
portionate responsibility, though he 
is anything but abusive and hardly 
radical, though the communistic 
economic system appeals strongly to 
his sense of justice. He takes the 
position that if the labor and social 
conditions of England (he is an Eng- 
lishman) are not relieved after the 
war that the war, no matter how vic 
torious, will have been fought 
largely in vain. His discussion of 
workmea, churches, business, women 
and children, is mcch more than so- 
clalistic sophistries.

“The Snare.” 

Rafael] Sabatini has a charming 
style to adorn complicated stories as 
was shown in an Italian series of 
short stories published a year or so 
ago. It is shown equally well in 
“The Snare” (J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany.) a novel of Wellington's cam- 
paign in Portugal against the 
French. Mr. Sabatini—we under- 
stand that he is an Englishman—de- 
velops a plot of intense dramatic re 
quirements and does it with dex- 
terity.

he is uxoriously jealous. 

Such an entanglement requires a 
great deal of skill on the part of the 
narrator; and it is in “The Snare.” 
Incidentally there is also a good de- 
scription of the Iron Duke's cam- 
paign, and of the intrigues of ene 
mies and how he met them. 


“Closed Lips.” 

“Closed Lips,” by Vane 
(John Lane Company,) is a tedious 
story of vast pretensions, being 
stuffed with wealthy and socially 
prominent characters, and present- 
ing a bewildering number of dull 
love affairs. Mr. Vane (Visconde de 
Sarmento, whoever that may be) is 
so concerned with scenery and with 
the society of London and Italy and 
so confuses his mob of characters 
that there is very little to be got 
out of the story except boredom, for 
he has none of the literary graces 
with which some writers brighten 
even the trivial. 

The characterizations are flat, the 
conversation is stupid, and what 
there is of the plot is sensational. It 
is about a woman who, as a girl, 
spent a week with a man that mar- 
ries later a friend of hers; and how 
the man hounds her even after the 
girl is married to a general, and how 
she eventually shoots him and the 
tragedy is credited ag an accident. 
In othes words, it is a typically sec- 
ond-class English novel, which nov- 
els are the dullest conceivable. 


“The Candid Courtship.” 

Madge Mears, an English feminist 
who has evidently given much 
thought about the “double standard” 
and other discriminations against 
the liberties of women, offers “The 
Candid Courtship” (John Lane Com- 
pany) with its pseudo-humor and 
strained attempt at a complicated 
plot for the delectation of euffra- 
gists. Joan, the young heroine— 
who, however, is less of a heroine 
than the shameless Val—tejects and 
lectures her lover because he has 
had an “affair;” but when her own 
brother develops an affair with the 
same woman (Val, who also has a 
husband) it is to her lover that 
Joan turns in the effort to save the 
brother. A «situation of some amuse- 
ment develops when the. brother, 
feeling himself safe from scandal, 
reproaches the lover because Joan's 
name has become involved in gos- 
sip, and the way he changes front 
when it is pointed out that it was a 
case of etirring up rumors about 
Joan, or else telling the whole truth 
and exposing him, the brother. 


“The Friends.” 

Three short stories of an unusual 
kind make up “The Friends,” by 
Stacy Aumonier (The Century Com- 
pany.) Two of them are so simple,

|}given to any of them for their arrest 
and imprisonment, and the same 
formula was repeated to each one, 
was: “You are suspected of having 
committed acts similar to those for 
which German subjects have suffered 
capital punishment against the law 
in Morocco.” They were classed as 
“common law criminals” and were 
forced to endure such cold, hunger, 
and annoying and brutal treatment 
that their physica! condition had be- 
come serious when they were finally 
exchanged. M. Desson reflects in his 
narrative the cheerful, indomitable 
spirit, the readiness to seize upon 
every possibility of hope or gayety 
that animated both himself and his 
comrades.

I have never before 
written to an author to commend his 
work. Had I your ability, doubtless 
I would have attempted, before now, 
to do what you have done in such a 
masterly manner. It has been the 
subject of thought on my part for 
a number of years, but I have 
neither the ability nor the time to 
put the matter before the public as 
you have done, although you have 
adopted the exact plan that I have 
always thought would be most ef-

Belgian Classic. | 
Bon! and Liveright announce that 


they will issue in the near future} 


the first English translation of 
Charles de Coster’s great master- 
piece, “La Legende de Thyl Ullen- 
spiegel.” This famous modern 
classic has been translated into 
practically every European 
guage, and how it has escaped an 
English edition in all these years is 
one of those curious mysteries which 
from time to time turn up in the 
literary world. De Coster’s “Ulilen- 
spiegel” is unquestionably the great- 
est novel which Belgium has pro 
duced, and Lemonnier has called it 
the “Belgian Bible.” It has been 
compared to the works of Rabelais 
and to “Don Quixote,” and was first 
published in 1867, illustrated by the 
great Rops. Its forthcoming edition 
will contain all the original Rops en- 
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The Oxford University Press, at 
Oxford, England, alone among the 
Presses of the world, is able to pro- 
duce a list of all its publications for 
339 years. 

The first Oxford book known is 
the Latin Commentary by St. Jerome 
(really by Rufinus of Aquileia) on 
the Apostles’ creed, which bears 
the date 1468; but this is assumed 
to be an early printer's error, poss- 
ibly intentional, and should doubt- 
less be 1478. The first classic of 
any kind printed in England, it is 
claimed, was Cicero’s oration Pro 
Milone, issued about 1480 
lieved to be the product of the Ox- 
ford Press. Some of the earlier pub- 
lications are now very valuable; for 
example, Capt. John Smith's Map 
and Account of Virginia, printed in 
1612, is now worth at least $625.00. 

In_1670 the paper mill at Wolver- 
cote was fitted up. It supplies the 
bulk of the better pap@r used by the 
Press, including the famous Oxford 
India paper, used so extensively in 
the making of Oxford Bibles, Testa- 
ments, Episcopal Prayer Booka, Ox- 
ford editions of the classics and the 
Oxford Standard Authors. 

It was in 1675 that the Bible Press 
began, and the first Oxford Bible 
and Prayer Book bears that date. 
There are now about one hundred 
different editions of Oxford Bibles in 
circulation, the most famous of 
which is of course the Oxford Bible 
for Teachers, and for some years the 
sales of Oxford editions of the Bible 
have averaged upwards of a million 
copies yearly. 

So long ago as 1770 there was an 
Oxford Bible Warehouse in Pater- 
noster Row, and since 1883 the pres- 
ent headquarters have been at the 
end of the Row, at Amen Corner, 
close to St. Paul’s Cathedral. The 
business has grown so large that 
now there are branches and depots 
in New York, Toronto, Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Melbourne, Bombay, 
Shanghai, Madras, and Cape Town. 

The greatest effort ever taken in 
hand by any press since the inven- 
tion of printing is the publications of 
The Oxford English Dictionary. It 
was begun in 1882, and entire vol- 
umes from A to Sh have now been 
completed. So far as issued, the 
Dictionary contains a record of 
264,013 words, fllustrated by no 
fewer than 1,573,710 quotations.

Jaures, the leading Soctfalist of 
France, was assassinated a day or 
two before the outbreak of the war; 
but the author does not discuss that 
tragedy much more than to lament 
it and to optimistically imply thaf 
Jaures might have found a way to 
prevent the war. The book is 
scarcely in any sense a biography, 
confining itself largely to Jaures’s 
teaching on Socialism, militarism

and peace. 
The most dramatic chapter deals 
with the part he played in the 


Dreyfus case, and the impression is 
conveyed that Jaures was more than 
any other responsible for Dreyfus’s 
vindication—an impression that is, 
however, conveyed by almost every 
admirer writing of any of those who 
were aligned with Zola,

Sir William F. Barrett, the famous 
English scientist, whose specialty is 
experimental physics, has made an 
examination of the phenomena of 
spiritualism and of the evidence for 
survival after death which E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co. are publishing under the 
title, “On the Threshold of the Un- 
seen.” He was one of the founders 
of the Psychical Research Society in 
1882 and has always been one of that 
band of English scientists, including 
Alfred R. Wallace, Sir Oliver Lodge 
and Sir William Crookes, who, while 


marvelously extending the boundaries 


of knowledge concerning the proper- 
ties and possibilities of matter, were 
ready to investigate also the domain 
of the spirit. In this book Sir Wil- 


liam Barrett examines, according to | the 


scientifiC methods, an immense 
amount and great variety of phenom- 
ena seeming to show the existence 
and near presence of the human soul 
after death. He rejects some of the 
evidence, considers some doubtful 
but possible, and accepts some as 
true. He sums up his conclusion as 
follows: 

“There is certainly a world beyond 
our normal consciousness from 
which neither space nor time divides 
us, but only the barrier of our sense 
perceptions. This barrier constitutes 
what has been well termed the 
‘threshold of sensibility’ and limits 
the area of our consciousness. In 


the progress of evolution from lower| 


to higher forms of life this threshold 
has been successively shifted, with a 
correspon exaltation of con- 
sciousness. The organism of an 
oyster, for instance, constitutes a 
threshold which shuts {ft out from the 
greater part of our sensible world; 
in like manner the physical organism 
of man forms a threshold which sep- 
arates him from the larger and tran- 
scendental world of which he forms a 
part. But this threshold is not im- 
movable. Occasionally, in rapture, in 
dream, in hypnotic trance, it is shift- 
ed, and the human spirit temporarily 
moves in ‘worlds not realized’ by 
sense. In the clairvoyance of deep 
hypnotic sleep, and in somnambulism, 
the threhold is still further shifted 
and a higher intelligence emerges, 
with a clearness and power propor- 
tional! to the more complete cessation 
of the functions and consciousness of 
our ordinary waking life. This intel- 
ligence has powers and perceptions 
wider and deeper than those of the 
normal waking consciousness. Ac- 
cordingly, since the exercise of these 
faculties in our daily life is apparent- 
ly hindered by our bodily organism, 
we may infer that when we are freed 
from this ‘muddy vesture of decay’ 
and the soul enters on its larger life 
these faculties will mo longer be 
trammelled as they are now. As, one 
by one, the avenues of sense close for 
ever, the threshold of sensibility is 
not suddenly removed; and so, as our 
loved ones pass from us, it is prob- 
able that in most cases the ‘dawn be- 
bind all dawns’ creeps gently upward, 
slowly awakening them to the wider 
and profounder consciousness that, 
for good or ill, awaits us all.”

EXPERTS TO FIX PRICE 
OF LOS ANGELES WHEAT. 


ASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—To 
alleviate hardships imposed 


. | on some Western States by 


the operation of rate differentials, 
the government ts about to make 
the base price of wheat at San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, $2.10 
a bushel and $2.06 at Pacific North- 
west ports as compared with the 
$2.20 price at Chicago. 

The arrangement for the ports of 
Portiand, Seattle and Tacoma was 
reached at a conference between 
food administration officials and 
northwestern producers and dealers. 
The usual premium for sacked wheat 
will remain effective 

“With the assistance of the ship- 
ping board,” said a food adminis- 
tration announcement, “assurance 
has been given of overseas transport 
for Pacific Northwest grain and it} 
therefore is possible to make a base 
price at North Pacific Coast export 
points on an overseas basis-instead 
of the previous footing of a price 
based on rail transport to Chicago.” 

In respect to the California price 
the announcement eald: 

“Difficulties arising from the fact

that California is an importing State; 
that the freight differential of 62% 
cents of Chicago works harder on 
California than any other part of the 
country; that the Pacific Northwest 
base is fixed at $2.05 a bushel, that 
Australian wheat and flour is avail- 
able at less than the base price in 
any event and that the Federal grad- 
ing act gives rise to some complaint 
from growers of wheat below No. 3 
grades.” 

In addition to changing the prices, 
the announcement was made that 
all wheat below No. 3 grade here- 
after will be purchased throughout 
the country only on sample,

Local Restaurant Man will 
Build on Eighth. 


Has Long Lease on Valuable 
Downtown Site. 


Structure to Follow Lines of 


French Types. 


One of the handsomest cafe build- 
ings in the West will be started 
within the next few weeks on West 
Eighth street between Broadway 
and Hill by Marcell Annechaini, pro- 
prietor of the Maison Marcell on 
West Fourth street. The site, a lot 
560x120 feet in size on the north side 
of Eighth adjoining the Merritt 
Building, has been secured by Mr. 
Annechaini under the terms of a 
ten-year lease. The cafe man will 
erect his own buliding. 

The ground is a portion of a large 
frontage that has been held under 
lease by Robert Marsh & Co. for 4 
number of years and on which this 
firm still had a tenure of about two 
and a half years. In the deal made 
by Mr. Annechaini he took over the 
Marsh lease as it affected the fifty 
feet he desired and secured an ad- 
ditional tenure of seven and a halt 
years from the Harris Newmark Es- 
tate, owners of the property. The 
transaction was handled in its en- 
tirety by C. E. Cooper and A. E. 
Dishman, with Robert Marsh & Co., 
the total rental consideration in- 
volved being given at $105,000. 

The new cafe will be two stories in 
height and will be in the style of 
the French Renaissarce. It will cost 
about '$30,000. Plans for the build- 
ing are now being completed by 
Paul C. Pape of this city. Before a 


nechain{ took his architect with him 
on a tour of inspection of the noted 
cafes of the larger eastern cities. At 
this time no site had been definitely 
decided upon. 

Many ideas gleaned from the 
study of the famous cafes visited 
will be incorporated in the new 
building. These will include an out- 
of-door tea room to be formed by 
setting the second story of the build- 
ing back thifty feet from the front 
line, forming a terrace 50x30 feet 
in size.

ERTILITY MARKS 
RICHFIELD SECTION. 


Some time ago when the Santa Fe 
Railroad built a new branch line to 
San Bernardino from its main Los 
Angeles-Gan Diego route, the town 
of Richfield was born at the jure- 
tion point, Bast and extending into 
the mouth of the Santa Ana Canyon 
are 1000 acres of fine orange, lem- 
on and walnut orchards. 


The extreme fertility of this pro- 
ductive region made itself apparent 


long ago to early Spanish settlers.’ 


After more than 100 years of own- 
ership, during which time the de- 
ecendarts and heirs to the property 
have been selling small tracts of 
land, the present Yorba families still 
fetain hundreds of acres along 
the Santa Ana River. 

Benor F. Yorba ir the early part 
of the nineteenth century received a 
grant from the King of Spain for 
168.000 acres of California land ex- 
tending from the presert location of 
Gan Bernardino through the Santa 
Ana River basin to the coast. 

Selecting a choice spot on a com- 
manding kroli overlooking the vast 
drainage basin of the river, the pio- 
neer erected the largest and most 
elaborate adobe mansion in al! Call- 
fornia. The ruins of this famous

This district is on a good road 
extending from the city of Placentia 
through Richfield into the heart of 
the Yorba settlement. Along both 
sides of this road are beautiful or- 
ange and walnut groves and the 
homes of prosperous ranchers. 

The territory is a little off the 
beaten track of travel and its rich 
assets and openings for wider set- 
tlement are not generally known. 
Good train service is furnished daily 
by the Santa Fe, ard an extension 
of the Pacific Electric railroad from 
the town of Yorba Linda als> taps 
the district. 

The town of Richfield is develop- 
ing into a smal! trading center but 
is in need of a citrus packing- 
house. Improvements in the nature 
of sidewalks and the opening of a 
townsite tract are promised in the 
near future by one of the leading 
property owners, who are endeavor- 
ing to interest eastern capital in es- 
tablishing a manufacturing colony 
there. On account of an abundance 
of cheap water and of] fuel, which 
| could be supplied by gravity flow 
from near-by wells, and with excel- 
lent draining facilities, natural to 
the country, Richfield presents un- 
usually fine opportunities to  fac- 
tories requiring these aids.

SECTION FOR AVOCADO. 


T YORBA LINDA may be 
A touna substantial evidence that 

the avocado has come to stay. 
Some of the men who are pioneers 
in the development of the avocado 
in that district have previously re- 
sided in foreign countries to which 
this fruit is native. These men, 
knowing the real value of the fruit, 
and understanding the habits and 
culture of the trees, have unhesitat- 
ingly planted five and _ ten-acre 
orchards on the most valuable lands 
obtainable. 

Among these orchards are some of 
the first commercial piiantings in 
the State, set out two and three 
years ago and just coming into bear- 


ing. 

Some of the growers marketed 
their first commercial fruit last sea- 
son at prices ranging from $7 to $10 
a dozen, for the choicest avocados 
down to $1.36 a dozen. Even at the 
lowest rate, individua) trees netted 
the owners from $5 to $15, each, 
while the choicest varieties returned 
as high as $70 per tree, in the third 
year after planting. 

The variations in prices have indi- 
cated to considerable extent some of 
the general demands of the trade 
for particular varieties of fruits, and 
this is a matter of extreme interest 
to all avocado men. 

COMMERCIAL VARIETIES. 


There are now being propagated 
about 150 varieties of avocados in 
California and the question of which 
to plant is important, especially 
when some of the nursery trees sell 
as high as $10. 

A few of the Yorba Linda grow- 
ers have produced superior fruit 
which they have sold at from eight 
to ten times the price of inferior 
varieties. 

However, even the owners of the 
best varieties are conservative in 
stating that their success has not 
absolutely determined the commer- 
cial types, but has merely indicated 
some of the characteristics which 
appeal to the trade. 

Furthermore, these ranchers ex- 
pect to see a considerable reduction 
in the prices paid for the superior 
fruit as the supply increases. When 
that time arrives, the poorer va- 
rieties will have little or no market 
value at all. 

But from the growers’ point of 
view, it is pointed out, that avocados 
can be raised as cheaply as oranges 
or lemons for the first five years and 
after that at leas cost than the main- 
tenance of a citrus grove. It appears 
then, that the avocado hak a tong 
way to drop in price and still remain 
a profitable indastry. It is predicted 


that in the event of a large industry 
being established, a price of $1 a 
dozen, instead of $1 each will be «a 
reasonable return. 

The first commercial! planting in 
the Yorba Linda section was by J. T 
Whedon in March of 1914. He has 
five-acre exclusive avocado grove, 
containing a number of varieties. 
Chiefly, Mr. Whedon is interested in 
a variety called the Fuerte. This 
tree produces a medium size, pear- 
shaped fruit, although Mr. Whedon 
has had some round fruit from one 
of the trees. The Fuerte is not tech- 
nically a hard shell nor it it of the 
thin skin type, but may be classified 
as a leather skin. The promising 
commercial features are its early 
bearing character, delicious flavor 
and good shipping quality. 

BEAR SECOND YEAR. 


These trees bear fruit the second 
year after planting. One on Mr. 
Whedon's place matured eighty-five 
fruit the second year after being set 
in the orchard. During the third 
year the same tree produced 115 
fruit. 

The grower obtained $7 a dozen 
for this crop at a leading hotel in 
Los Angeles. At the $7 rate, tree No. 
8-17 produced five fruit less than 
ten dozen, the third year after plant- 
ing, worth $790. 

But the profit of this tree did not 
end here. A nurserv man has ! 
the tree for budding wood. Other 
trees on the Whedon place have 
done almost as well. 

The Whedon ranch has an eleva- 
tion of eer gerard 500 feet. It is 
on the foothi skirting the north- 
ern side of the Yorta Linda Cove. 
This is almost a frostiess section 
and raw land in the vicinity of sell- 
ing from $790 to$1900 an acre. 

Another of the first avocado plant- 
ings in the Yorba Linda district is 
on the ranch of W. H. Holloway and 
comprises about three acres. Mr. 
Holloway probably received, iast 
season, both the maximum and mini- 
mum prices paid for avocados 
raised in that section. 

He has several trees of the popu- 
lar Dickinson variety, which have 
fuet borne their first fruit. The 
Holloway family eat most of these. 
Several were sold at 75 cents each. 

THIN-SKINNED VARIETIES. 


Beside the Dickinson variety, there 
are a number of thin-skin, Mexican 
varieties and seedlings crowing on 
the Holloway ranch. By grading the 
fruit of these the grower secured 
from $2 to $4 a dozen. Ungraded 
fruit of this type brought as low 
as $1.26 a dozen. The seed of this 
type brought 2 to 2 cents each. 

The Mexican varieties weigh less 
than either the Fuerte or Dickinson 
and on account of their thin skins 
will not ship as well. 

Probably the only of the 
Guatemala hard shell avocados in 
the United States are growing on 
the ranch of EF. E. Knight near 
Yorba Linda. He secured a special 
permit from the Department of 
Agricuiture in 18914 to 
number of buds, seeds 
of this type, Mr. Knight's long 
residence in the republic of Guate- 
mala especially fitted him to select 
good fruit. 

There are five acres of fine two- 


vear-old trees on the Knight ranch 
and should these bear as well hev 
do itn Guatemala. the owner wil! 


have some good varieties to offer the 
California industry. 

Most of the avocados now being 
grown in this State are either of the 
ovai or pear shape. Among those on 
the Knight place are several round 
types. Should it be possible to suc- 
cessfully raise these in California 
this shape, according to Mr. Knight, 
will have advantages over others for 
packing and grading. 

One two-year-old tree of this type 
set an enormous quantity of fruit this 
year, but an unusual extreme in 
climatical temperature caused them 
to drop before they had far de- 
veloped. 

(nn account of the large size to 
which avocado trees develop, some 
in the State being already over sixty 
feet high with a spread of thirty 
feet, the growers have been in the 
habit of setting the trees consider- 
able distances apart. 

-Mr. Knight presents some interest- 
ing statistics on this subject to ad- 
vocate planting the trees closer to- 
gether for the first few vears and 
later removing every other one. 
“Plant trees one rod apart.” he says. 
or 160 to the acre. While these trees 
are small you will have from four 
to six times the crop over the man 
who plants thirty or forty trees per 
acre. The larger number of trees 
shade the ground well, conserving 
the moisture better and ere able te 
withstand windstorms. © Trees thus 
planted may remain in the orchard 
ten or fifteen years. 

“Buppose 160 trees are bought 
from the nursery at $5 each, and 
planted on one acre of ground worth 
$800. Each tree. with its proportion- 
ate amount of land would have co 
$10. With only forty trees per acre, 
each tree with its proportivunate 
amount of land would have cost $25: 
and thirty trees per acre, eath tree 
with its proportionate amount of 
land would have cost $32.” 

The Yorba district has fifty-five 
in avocados, valued at $110.- 
METHODS OF CULTURE. 

The Yorba Linda avocado men 
are establishing some new precedents 
in orchard culture of the trees. 

On the two largest ranches in the 
district the value of the trees has 
been so appreciated that the owners 
have provided an elaborate pipe 
system throughout their orchards: 
that each individual tree may be 
separately irrigated by a separate 
faucet. 

Eassentially it consists of a series 
of reducing pipe connections, start- 
ing in with a two-inch main feeder. 
""T’ branches at every tree row 
carrying water under pressure 
throughout the orchards. 

By this system each tree is sure 
to get a sufficient amount of irrigat- 
ing. The small stream ts allowed to 
run for from twelve to forty-eight 
hours during which time the water 
seeps through the soil out into the 
center of the tree rows. The system 
economizes the amount of water 
consumed. 

The trees, after being irrigated on 
theee ranches, are cultivated by 
hand with smal! tools. No teams are 
uged in this work and only once or 
twice a year a disk or harrow is 
run between the tree rows to keep 
down the weeds. 

There are over thirty varieties of 
avocados growing on the Artec 
ranch and a large number of differ- 
ent kinds are also planted on the 
Mann place. 

The Yorba Linda district is partic- 
ularly well adapted to the culture 
of the avocado and undoubtedly 
quite an extensive acreage of these 
trees will later’ be developed there.

I never have been able to under- 
stand why some people make such 
hard work of running a car. To 
me it's the most simple thing in the 
world. There's a starter, a stopper, 
a steerer and a horn, There's a 
place for gas, a place for water, 
about thirty places for off and fifty- 
seven places for grease. Any mutt 
should be able to keep these full, 
and really that’s all there is to it. 

Of course, emergencies will arise, 
if the driver uses common 
sense, there should be no cause for 
worry. To illustrate: 

Suppose you see a cloud of steam 
coming out of the radiator chimney. 
That's a sure sign your car is over- 
heated and needs a drink. Any 
kind of water will do, but ice water 
is preferred. In fact, chopped ice 
is a splendid thing to fill the radia- 
tor with. Some people have am- 
monia pipes surrounding the radia- 
tor, and when these are properly 
installed it takes a pretty stiff hill 
to make her boil. 

Then, suppose you wish to park 
your car at the beach, and having 
no log chain and padlock along, you 
are afraid someone will steal it. Just 


take off a wheel or two and bury/. 


them in the sand, or let all the gaso- 
line out of the tank. Then go ahead 
and enjoy your swim, and be assured 
that. your boat will be at anchor 
upon your return. Some people 
have a habit of removing the en? 
gine, but this is unnecessary, and 
takes too much time. 
SKIDDING, 


Skidding is another source of an- 
noyance to many people, but there 
is no reason to worry about that. 
Simply remove the tires and run on 
the rims, or put on a sanding de- 
vice similar to those used on rail- 
road A layer of sand will 
stop any car from skidding. 

If your car knocks all the time, 
try and locate the hammer. The 
chances are it te loose, 

One of the most dangerous things 
that can happen is to have the 
brake rods give way. In a ease of 
this kind go down hill on compres- 
sion and if the grade is too steep use 
a block and tackle, 

Always See that the crank Case is 
at least partially full of off. Any 
kind of oil will do, but hair oll or 
oil of wintergreen should not be 
used except in an emergency, Better 
be safe and use castor oll, or oll of 
mustard, if you can’t get Geroline. 

Keep the nuts tight. A loose nut 
may cause trouble when you are 
least expecting it. If you can’t get 
loek nuts for your machine, tle them 
on with string. 

Some people have a habit of 
stripping gears. This is entirely 
unnecessary, but if you insist on 
forming the habit the best way is 


to speed up to a mile a minute on 
hich gear, and then suddenly shift 
inte reverse. You may not get all 
of the gears the first time, but with 
practice you can leave them as nude 
as September Morn. 

TINKERITIS. 


There te a disease called Tinker- 

itis, and many there be who are af- 
flicted with it. ##If you get to tak- 
ing your car apart every morning 
before breakfast, and losing several 
perts in the grass, you may know 
that you have been exposed. Tinker- 
itis is catehi and generally fatal, 
but. ft is e by the repair 
ops. 
In parking your car et the curb, 
alwares back up, until you strike 
something. - may be another car, 
a fire plug, a policeman, but if 
you back far enough you are cer- 
tain of hitting something.

This, however, is not the 
case, for, of course,, anyone who 
knows the least thing about auto- 
mobiles knows that a nonstop run 
made out on the open road under 
ordinary driving conditions is a 
very different proposition from a so- 
called nonstop run made with the 
= standing still on a salesroom 
oor. 

The officials of the American Au- 
tomobile Association, who them- 
selves officially checked and ob- 
served the Maxwell's 22,022-mile 
run, immediately investigated the 
claims made for the six-cylindered 
car and issued an official statement 
reaffirming the fact that the Max- 
well is stijl nonstop champion of the 
world. Then the Maxwell officials 
threw down the gantiet to the 
makers of any other car in Amer- 


ica, stating that if any other car 
could beat the Maxwell's record they 
would immediately place another 
Maxwell in the running and publicly 
endeavor to keep the nonstop title. 
This challenge is to be answered in 
the very near future, and the rune 
are to be made on roads adjacent 
to Los Angeles, under A.A.A. sanc- 
tion, according to rumors which per- 
sist on Automobile 

Nonstop contests in which the 
world’s championship nonstop title 
is at stake warm up the sporting 
blood of motor fans throughout the 
country, and the daily records made 
by the contending car are keenly 
watched. 

A nonstop run such as the Mazx- 
well made costs between $5000 and 
$10,000, and this amount is at stake 
during all the time of the run, prac- 
tically as though the automobile 
dealer had bet the entire amount 
that the motor of his car would not 
stop _ it had passed the former 


record. 
Among the items of expense con- 
nected with such a run are $100 


cost of the official American Auto- 
mobile Association sanction; a fee 
of $10 r day for A.A.A. observa- 
tio# and checking; wages for three 
shifts of drivers and three shifts of 
observers; gasoline, oll, tires and 
various other car expenses, and in- 
numerable small items which must 
be considered. Then the cost of the 
car iteelf has to be reckoned in, for 
of course, the car cannot be sold as 
a new car after it has covered some- 
ae like 22,000 miles on the open 
road, 

Numerous attempts have been 
made to better the Maxwell's sen- 
sational record, but so far it has 
never been broken, except by a sec- 
ond Maxwell, which made an unoffi- 


cial nonstop run in Boston early in 
this year.

HIS TROUBLES ARE VARIED 


The next time you drive up to a 
supply station to buy five gallons of 
gasoline do not go away feeling that 
the life of the man in charge is all 
one of roses. He has his troubles, 
too, and here are a few of them, as 
told to the automobile editor of The 
Times: 

Farmers who buy their first car 
frequently ask if the wheels should 
not be greased every few days. They 
can’t get over the habit of being 
liberal in the use of axle grease. 

Women, whose husbands buy gas- 
oline in fifty gallon lots, and save 2 
cents a gallon thereby, think noth- 
ing of asking the supply man to see 
that “all of the tires have plenty of 
alr, and the radiator is filled with 
water.” The supply man obligingly 
does as requested, but he is so hot 
under the collar that he dvuesn’t dare 
to g6 near the gas tank until he 
cools off. 

A young woman, just to 
drive, asks if she will have to put 
any more air in the tires before she 
gets to Anaheim. She ts tok! that 
barring punctures and blowoufa, the 
supply will not have to be replei- 
ished for at least a day or two. 

Some motorists ask the advice of 
the supply man, and after getting it 
they proceed to ignore his judgment. 

Then there's the fellow who comes 

into the station at thirty miles an 
hour, fallg to stop his machine, and 
takes out a corner of the building. 
He expects the station man to pay 
for the damage to his car. 
Also the man who tells you that 
he only gets fifteen miles to the gal- 
lon on the kind of gasoline you sell, 
but another brand gives him twenty. 
He merely trades with you because 
he hasn't got enough on hand to 
take him to his favorite station.

"THE SMALL LEAKS. 


There are so many places about 
the motor where leaks are likely to 
develop, that it will pay the car own- 
er to go over the mechanism once 
in three months with this in mind.
